This Office is arranged as well for the Baptism of 
adults as of children, a special gospel being provided 
for that purpose. 

At the time of the baptism, the candidates, sponsors 
and witnesses standing near the Font, the Minister shall 
first recall these words of the Saviour. 

Come unto me. Take my yoke upon you, 
and learn of me, and ye shall find rest unto your 
souls. M 

Behold, I stand at the door and knock : if 
any man hear my voice, and open the door^ I 
will come in to him, and will sup with him, and 
he with me. 

Then shall be sung one of the following hymns 

Saviour, Who Thy flock art feeding. 
With a Shepherd's kindest care, etc. 

Or, for those of riper years 

Awake, my soul, stretch every nerve, 
And press with vigour on, etc. 

Then the Minister shall ofer this prayer, making the 
necessary changes for an adult. 

Almighty and immortal God, the aid of all 
who need, the helper of all who flee to^hee for 
197 
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succour, the life of those who believe, Father 
and Friend of all our race; we call upon Thee 
for this Infant whom we now present for mem- 
bership in the Church and Kingdom of Thy 
dear Son, Christ our Lord. Receive him, O 
Lord, as Thou has promised by Thy well-be- 
loved Son, saying, Ask, and ye shall receive; 
Seek, and ye shall find; Knock, and it shall be 
opened unto you. So give now unto us, who 
ask; let us who seek, find; open the gate unto 
us who knock; that this Infant may enjoy the 
everlasting benediction of Thy heavenly grace, 
and come at length into the full possession and 
enjoyment of that Eternal Kingdom which 
Thou hast promised by Christ our Lord.

Then shall the Minister read one of the gospels which 
follow, or if it seem expedient, he may pass at once to 
the questions addressed to the sponsors or the candidate.

They brought young children to Christ that 
He should touch them; and His disciples re- 
buked those that brought them.' But Jesus, 
seeing it, was much displeased, and said unto 
them. Forbid them not, let the little children 
come unto me; for of such is the kingdom of 
God. Verily I say unto you. Whosoever shall 
not receive the kingdom of God as a little child 
receives it, shall not enter therein. And He 
took them up in His arms, and laid His hands 
upon them, and blessed them. 
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Then shall the Minister make this brief exhortation. 

Brethren, ye hear in this gospel how dearly 
our Saviour loved the little children; how He 
bade all men follow the example of their inno- 
cency, declaring that it is only such as they 
who inherit the beautiful kingdom of love and 
peace. 

Doubt ye not, therefore, but earnestly be- 
lieve, that He will likewise favorably receive this 
present Infant, that He will embrace him with 
the arms of His mercy ; and give unto him the 
blessing of eternal life, and make him partaker 
of His everlasting kingdom. 

The Minister shall then especially address the God- 
fathers and Godmothers in this wise : 

Ye have brought this child here, to publicly 
dedicate him to the service of Almighty God, 
and that he may be baptized into all the divin- 
est uses and joys of life. And the Lord Christ 
stands ready to receive him into the fellowship 
of His holy Church. This child must, there- 
fore, for his part, promise by you that are his 
sureties until he shall come of age to take it 
upon himself, that he will put his steadfast 
trust in God, constantly follow in the Christian 
way and obediently keep God's holy law. 

At the Baptism of AduUs'the Minister shall say to all 
present. 

Hear what our Lord and Master saith.

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ye love me, keep my commandments. By this 
shall all men know that ye are my disciples, if 
ye have love one to another. If any man will 
be my disciple, let him deny himself, and take 
up his cross daily, and follow me. 

To the Candidates, 

Brethren, in these words we see, not only 
how difficult, but also how inspiring, is the dis- 
cipleship to which we are summoned by our 
Saviour Christ. Nothing, therefore, can be 
more becoming to a man than the solemn en- 
gagements of this Holy Sacrament, whereby we 
enter more surely into God's good grace, and 
also gain such inspiration and power, as will 
enable us to run with patience the race that is 
set before us, daily looking unto Jesus, the au- 
thor and finisher of our faith, Who for the joy 
that was set before Him endured the Cross, 
despising the shame, and is set down at the 
right hand of the Throne of God. 

Wherefore, in full assurance of God's gra- 
cious assistance in the great work He has given 
you to do, you must also faithfully for your 
part, in the presence of this congregation, and 
of these your chosen witnesses, promise and an- 
swer to the following questions. 

The Minister shall then demand as foll&tveth, and each 
sponsor or candidate shall severally answer each ques- 
tion A 

I ask, therefore. Dost thou (in the name of 
this child ^) renounce the vain pomp, and self -

sinful desires of the same, so that thou will not 
follow, nor be led by them? 

Answer. 

I renounce them all, and by God's grace will 
endeavor not to follow, nor be led by them. 

Minister, 

Dost thou believe in the Christian Faith, as 
it was taught and practised by our Saviour, 
Jesus Christ? 

Answer, 

I do. 

Minister, 

Wilt thou be baptized in this Faith? 

Answer, 

That is my desire. 

Minister, 

Wilt thou then obediently keep God's holy 
will and commandments, and walk in the same 
all the days of thy life? 

Answer, 

I will, by God's help. 

Then the Minister, his right hand outspread above the 
Font, shall say this prayer : 

Almighty, Everliving God, whose most dearly 
beloved Son, Jesus Christ, for the great love He 
bore our race, gave commandment to His dis- 
ciples and sent them to teach all nations, and 
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to baptize them into Thy holy family ; Regard, 
we beseech Thee, the supplications of Thy peo- 
ple, and sanctify this water to be the mystical 
symbol of the washing away of sin, and the 
outward and visible sign of that water which 
springeth up within us unto everlasting life. 
And grant that this Infant now to be baptized 
therein, may receive the fulness of Thy grace, 
and ever remain in the number of Thy faithful 
children, through Jesus Christ our Saviour. 
Amen. 

Then the Minister, taking the child into his arms, or 
placing the Candidate near the Font, shaU say unto the 
Sponsors : 

Name this child. 

And having received the Name he shall discreetly pour 
water upon the child's head and say : 

N , I baptize thee, in the Name of the 

Lord Jesus. Amen. 

Or if the other form be preferred. 

N , I baptize thee, in the Name of the 

Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Spirit. 
Amen. 

Then the Minister, sHll retaining the child in his arms, 
shall further say. 

We receive this ChUd into the Congregation of 
Christ's Flock, and do ^ sign him with the sign 
of the Cross, in token that hereafter he shall 
not be ashamed to confess the faith of Christ, 

1 Here the Minister with his fore-finger shall mark a 
Tross upon the child's forehead. Digitized by Vjoogie 
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his crucified Lord, and manfully to fight under 
His banner against the sins and errors of the 
world, and to continue Christ's faithful soldier 
and servant unto his life's end. Amen. 

The Minister shaU then proceed as here, except in ease 
of an adult. 

Seeing now, brethren, that this Child has 
been devoted to the Master's service, and to 
that end has here been grafted into the body 
of Christ's Church, let us devoutly give thanks 
unto Almighty God for these benefits, and with 
one accord make our prayers unto Him, that 
this Child may lead the rest of his life accord- 
ing to this beginning. 

Minister and People.

And when, at last, the evening falls, and our 
work on earth is done, may we, without fear 
and without reproach, find our rest in the ever- 
lasting blessedness and peace of Thy heavenly 
kingdom, through Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Amen. 

Then the Minister, turning to the Sponsors, shall 
say: 

Brethren, our Heavenly Father, Who is also 
our Lord and Judge, will surely one day re- 
quire an account of the way we have discharged 
our duty to the children He has given us. 
Therefore, before all else, should these little 
ones, as soon as they are able to learn, be made 
acquainted with the solemn vow, promise and 
profession, which has here been made in their 
behalf this day. And, that they may know 
these things the better, it is your high privilege 
and duty to bring them up in attendance on 
the great School of Jesus Christ, which is the 
Church of the Living God ; to study with rever- 
ent care and devotion all that noble literature 
of Religion which we name the Holy Scrip- 
tures ; and to follow duly in the steps of Him, 
Who is the Way, the Truth, the Life, and the 
unerring Guide of all our race. So shall you 
provide for them, from their earliest years, a 
career of ever growing usefulness and power. 
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and a future full of hope, and abiding blessed- 
ness, and peace. 

Then shall they be let depart tenth this blessing.

He 
shall feed His flock like a Shepherd. For, even 
so has God ordained, that the Saviour should 
reach and bless the multitudes of mankind, and 
that one generation should declare His truth 
unto another, and so promote the welfare, and 
enlarge the happiness of our race. 

Therefore, are we bidden to this solemn com- 
memoration of those great deeds and events 
which, though enacted so many years ago, still 
live and influence us, and will continue to bless 
our race for evermore. Greater love hath no 
man than this, that a man lay down his life 
for his friends. And he who dies for Truth, 
dies, not only for himself, but for his country, 
and for all mankind. And thus, also, did our 
beloved Lord and Saviour die for us. Where- 
fore, God also hath highly exalted Him, and 
given Him a Name which is above every name: 
that at the name of Jesus every knee should 
bow, of things in heaven, and things in earth 
and things under the earth: And that every 
tongue should confess that Jesus Christ is 
Lord, to the glory of God the Father. 

Then shaU be said or sung

It is very meet, right, and our bounden duty,

Wherefore, brethren, with solemn vows for 
a more blameless life, and a deeper devotion to 
our Father's service in time to come, let us 
receive these Holy Symbols, as from the loving 
hands of our Lord and Master, Jesus Christ. 
Amen. 
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Here shall he sung a Hymn or an Anthem, after 
which the Minister shall distribute the Bread to the 
people as they kneel around the Holy Table, saying as 
he delivers the Bread,

At the appointed time the Persons to be married shall 
come into the Body of the Church, or shall be ready in 
some proper house, with their friends and neighbours, 
and there standing together, the Man on the right hand 
and the Woman on the left, the Minister shall say. 

Dearly beloved, we are gathered together 
here in the sight of God and in the face of this 
Company to join together this Man and this 
Woman in Holy Matrimony, a Sacrament hon- 
oured and esteemed by true men everywhere ; in- 
asmuch as on the Sanctity of it depend not only 
the permanence of Civilization, and the security 
and sure progress of human Society, but also 
the personal welfare and happiness of countless 
multitudes of our race, and therefore must not 
by any be entered into unadvisedly or lightly, 
but reverently, discreetly, advisedly, soberly, 
and in the fear of God. Into this holy estate 
these two persons present come now to be 
joined. If any man can show just cause why 
they may not lawfully be joined together, let 
him now speak, or else hereafter for ever hold

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Then speaking directly to the Persons to be married 
he shall say, 

I require and charge you also, that if either 
of you know any impediment, why ye may not 
lawfully be joined together in matrimony, ye 
do now declare it. For be ye well assured that 
if any persons are joined together otherwise as 
God's word doth allow, their marriage is not 
lawful. 

Here shall he sfing this or some other appropriate 
Hymn or Anthem, If a Choir be not present the Min- 
ister shall read this Hymn.

Wilt thou serve him, love, honour, and keep him 
in sickness and in health; and forsaking all 
others, keep thee only unto him so long as ye 
both shall live? 

The Woman shall answer, 

I will. 

Then shall the Minister say, 

Who giveth this Woman to be married to this 
Man? 

Then shall they give their troth to each other in this 
manner. The Minister receiving the Woman at her 
father^s or friend's hands, shall cause the Man with his 
right hand to take the Woman by her right hand, and 
to say after him as followeth: 

I, M. . . ., take thee, N. . Bgt«^t£my~ wedded 
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wife, to have and to hold, from this day for- 
ward, for better for worse,' for richer for 
poorer, in sickness and in health, to love and to 
cherish until death shall part us, according to 
God's holy ordinance; and thereto I plight 
thee my troth. 

Then shall they loose their hands, and the Woman with 
her right hand taking the Man by his right hand shaU 
likewise say after the Minister, 

I, N. . . ., take thee, M. . . ., to my wedded 
husband, to have and to hold, from this day 
forward, for better for worse, for richer for 
poorer, in sickness and in healthy to love and 
to cherish until death shall part us, according 
to God's holy ordinance; and thereto I plight 
thee my troth. 

Then shall they again loose their hands, and the Man 
shall give unto the Woman a Ring. And the Minister 
taking the Ring shall deliver it unto the Man, to put it 
upon the fourth finger of the Woman's Uft hand. And 
the Man holding the Ring there, and taught by the Min- 
ister, shall say : 

With this Ring I thee wed, and with all true 
loyalty, both of my body and my soul, I will 
love and serve thee, now and for ever. In the 
Name of God ! Amen. 

Here shall be sung this or some other appropriate 
Anthem or Hymn. If there be no Choir present the 
Minister shall reverently read the Hymn.

The Minister meeting the funeral company at the en- 
trance of the churchyard, and going before it, either into 
the church or toward the grave, shall reverently recite 
one of the following groups of sentences, 

I am the Resurrection and the Life, saith the 
Lord : he that believeth in Me, though he were 
dead, yet shall he live : and whosoever liveth 
and believeth in me shall never die. 

We brought nothing into this world, and it 
is certain we can carry nothing out. The Lord 
gave, and the Lord hath taken away ; blessed be 
the Name of the Lord. 

Blessed are they that do His commandments, 
that they may have right to the Tree of Life, 
and enter in through the gates into the city. 



I am He that liveth and was dead; and be- 
hold I am alive for evermore. 

Learn where wisdom is, and where is strength, 
and understanding ; that thou mayest know also 
231 
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where is length of days and life, and where is 
the light of the eyes and peace. 

Keep innocency, and take heed unto the thing 
that is right ; for that shall bring a man peace 
at the last. 



Come unto Him, all ye that are weary and 
heavy laden, and He will give you rest.

Here shall be read the Lesson, the Minister announc- 
ing it as follows. The Lesson is taken out of the fifteenth 
chapter of St. Paul's First Epistle to the Corinthians, 
or wheresoever else it is found. 

The Lesson, - 

Now is Christ risen from th(^^^^^^,|ive first 
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fruits of them that sleep. For since by man 
came death, by man came also the resurrection 
of the dead. For as in Adam all die, even so 
in Christ shall all be made alive. But, every 
man in his own order; Christ the first-fruits; 
afterward they that are Christ's at His com- 
ing. Then cometh the end when He shall have 
delivered up the Kingdom to God even the 
Father. 

I protest, by my rej oicing which I have over 
you in Christ Jesus our Lord, I die daily. If 
after the manner of men I have fought with 
beasts at Ephesus, what advantageth it me, 
if the dead rise not.? Let us eat and drink, 
for, tomorrow we die. Be not deceived. 
Awake to righteousness and sin not; for some 
do not know God. I speak this to your shame. 
But some man will say. How are the dead 
raised up.? With what body do they come? 
Foolish one ! That which thou sowest cannot 
live except it die. And that which thou sow- 
est, thou sowest not the body that is to be, but 
bare grain. It may chance of wheat, or of 
some other grain : but God giveth it such a 
body as pleaseth Him, and to every seed its 
own particular body. There are, also, celes- 
tial bodies, and, bodies terrestrial : but the 
glory of the celestial is one, and the glory of 
the terrestrial is another. There is one glory 
of the Sun, and another glory of the Moon, 
and another glory of the Stars : for one star 
differeth from another star in glory. So also 
is the resurrection of the dead. jl>t>gte sown 
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in corruption; it is raised in incorruption : 
it is sown in dishonour; it is raised in glory : 
it is sown in weakness ; it is raised in power : 
it is sown a physical body; it is raised a spir- 
itual body. There is a physical body, and 
there is a spiritual body. Howbeit, that was 
not first which is spiritual, but that which is 
physical ; and afterward that which is spiritual. 
The first man is of the earth, earthy : the sec- 
ond man is of Heaven. As is the earthy, 
such are they also that are earthy : and as 
is the heavenly, such are they also that are 
heavenly. And, as we have borne the image of 
the earthy, we shall also bear the image of the 
heavenly. 

Behold, I show you a mystery. We shall 
not all sleep, but we shall all be changed, in 
a moment, in the twinkling of an eye, at the 
last trump : for the trumpet shall sound and 
the dead shall be raised incorruptible, and we 
shall be changed. For this corruptible must 
put on incorruption and this mortal must put 
on immortality. So when this corruptible shall 
have put on incorruption, and this mortal shall 
have put on immortality, then shall be brought 
to pass the saying that is written, Death is 
swallowed up in victory. O death, where is thy 
sting? O grave, where is thy victory.? The 
sting of death is sin, and the strength of sin 
is the law. But thanks be to God, Who giveth 
us the victory through our Lord Jesus Christ. 
Wherefore, my beloved brethren, be ye sted- 
fast, unmovable, always aboundi||gy45^)|;tftwork 
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of the Lord, forasmuch as ye know that your 
labour is not in vain in the Lord. 

Or these Selections from Scripture. 

I became dumb and opened not my mouth; 
for it was Thy doing. I held my tongue and 
spake nothing. I kept silence, yea, even from 
good words, but it was pain and grief to me. 
My heart was hot within me; and, while I was 
thus musing, the fire kindled, 9.nd at the last 
I spake with my tongue. Lord, let me know my 
end, and the number of my days, that I may 
be certified how long I have to live. Thou art 
my helper and redeemer, make no long tarry- 
ing, O my God. Hold not thy peace at my 
tears. 

After this I beheld, and lo, a great multitude, 
which no man could number, of all nations and 
kindreds, and peoples and tongues, stood before 
the throne and before the Lamb, clothed in 
white robes, and palms in their hands. And all 
the angels stood round about the throne, and 
the elders and the living creatures, and they 
fell before the throne on their faces and wor- 
shipped God saying. Amen, blessing, and glory, 
and wisdom and thanksgiving and honour, and 
power, and might, be unto our God for ever 
and ever. And one of the elders answered, say- 
ing unto me. What are these which are arrayed 
in white robes, and whence came they.? And 
I said unto him. Sir, thou knowest. And he 
said unto me, These are they that came out 
of great tribulation, and have washed their 
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robes and made them white in the blood of the 
Lamb. Therefore are they before the Throne 
and serving Him day and night in His temple. 
And I heard a voice from Heaven, as the voice 
of many waters, and the voice of harpers, harp- 
ing with their harps. And they sang, as it 
were, a new song before the throne. These 
are they that follow the Lamb whithersoever 
He goeth. Here is the patience of the saints. 
Here are they that keep the commandments of 
God and the faith of Jesus. And in their 
mouth was found no guile ; for they are without 
fault before the Throne of God. They shall 
see His Face, and His Name shall be in their 
foreheads. And there shall be no night there, 
and they need no candle, neither light of the 
Sun ; for the Lord God giveth them light : and 
they shall reign for ever and ever. 

Or this Lesson from the Book of Esdras : 

Look for your Shepherd, for He is at hand. 
He shall give you everlasting rest. Be ready 
to the reward of the Kingdom, for the ever- 
lasting light shall shine upon you for evermore. 
Rise up, and stand, and behold the number of 
those that be sealed in the feast of the Lord, 
which are departed from the shadow of the 
world, and have received glorious garments of 
the Lord. I, Esdras, saw upon the Mount 
Sion a great people whom I could not number, 
and they all praised the Lord with songs. And 
in the midst of them there was a Young Man 
of high stature, taller than all the rest, and 
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upon every one of their heads He set crowns, 
and was more exalted; which I marvelled at 
greatly. So I asked the angel and said, Sir, 
what are these? He answered and said unto 
me, These be they that have put off the mortal 
clothing, and put on the immortal, and have 
confessed the Name of God : now are they 
crowned, and receive palms. Then said I unto 
the Angel, What Young Person is it that 
crowneth them and giveth them palms in their 
hands ? So he answered and said. It is the Son 
of God, whom they have confessed in the world. 
The souls of the righteous are in the hands of 
God, and there shall no torment touch them. 
In the sight of the unwise, they seemed to die : 
and their departure is taken for misery, and 
their going from us to be utter destruction : 
but, they are in peace. For though they be 
punished in the sight of men, yet is their hope 
full of immortality. And having been a little 
chastised, they shall be greatly rewarded; for 
God proved them and found them worthy for 
Himself. As gold in the furnace hath He tried 
them, and received them as a burnt-offering. 
They shall judge the nations, and have do- 
minion, and their Lord shall reign for ever and 
ever. 

At the Burial of a Child. 

Jesus said. Let the little children come unto 
me. And forbid them not, for of such is the 
Kingdom of God. The child of David was 
very sick. David, therefore, besought God fo 
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the child; and David fasted, and he went in 
and lay all night upon the earth. And the 
elders of his house arose and went to him, to 
raise him up from the earth : but he would not, 
neither did he eat bread with them. 

And it came to pass on the seventh day, that 
the child died. And the servants of David 
feared to tell him that the child was dead: 
for they said, Behold, while the child was yet 
alive we spake unto him, and he would not 
hearken unto our voice : how will he then vex 
himself, if we tell him that the child is dead? 
But when David saw that his servants whis- 
pered, David perceived that the child was dead : 
therefore David said unto his servants. Is the 
child dead ? And they said. He is dead. Then 
David arose from the earth, and washed, and 
anointed himself, and changed his apparel, and 
came into the house of the Lord, and wor- 
shipped. Then he came to his own house; and 
when he required, they set bread before him, 
and he did eat. Then said his servants unto 
him. What thing is this that thou hast done.? 
Thou didst fast and weep for the child while it 
was alive; but when the child was dead, thou 
didst rise, and eat bread. And he said, while 
the child was yet alive, I fasted and wept : for 
I said. Who can tell whether God will be gra- 
cious to me that the child may live? But now 
he is dead, wherefore should I fast? Can I 
bring him back again? I shall go to him, but 
he shall not return to me.

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After the Lesson, shall he sung a hymn or an anthem, 
and at the discretion of the Minister may then come an 
Address or Sermon, followed by another hymn or an- 
them. If there be no Address, the Minister after the 
hymn shall proceed immediately to the prayers.

Help us to look 
upon the grave as but the heavenly portal 
through which we are enabled to come still 
nearer Thee; the way by which we leave a 
lesser blessing for a greater, and pass from 
these temporal scenes to a life of nobler oppor- 
tunity in that holy land where Thy faithful 
soldiers and servants lay aside their earthly 
struggles and trials for the crown of victory 
and peace. Amen. 

Then shall be said or sung. 

Thou wilt keep him in perfect peace, whose 
mind is stayed on Thee. 

Then shall come this prayer. 

O Blessed God, as one by one our loved ones 
leave us, we pray for clearer vision of tha' 
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more abundant life which they are come to 
share with Thee; a more vivid consciousness of 
the endless improvability of our nature, and 
the immortality of those powers and graces 
which only come to their full perfection in the 
purer air of Heaven. We thank Thee, lA>rd, 
for all those whom at any time thou hast given 
to love us and be loved by us; especially the 
beloved one whom we now commend to Thy 
Fatherly protection and care. May we all 
so live, our loved ones at rest, and we who still 
remain, that together we may grow in the 
spirit of wisdom and understanding, and truer 
loveliness of life, until the day break, and the 
shadows flee away, and we meet again in Thy 
eternal Kingdom. Amen. 

Then shall be said or swig, 

tarry thou the Lord's leisure : be strong, 
and He shall comfort thine heart; and put 
thou thy trust in the Lord. 

Here also may be said such other prayers as the Min- 
ister may desire. Then when they are come to the grave, 
while the body is being made ready to be laid in the 
earth, shall be said or sung these words. 

Awake, and sing! ye that dwell in the dust; 
for thy dew is as the dew of herbs, and the 
earth shall cast out the dead. 

Verily I say unto you, the hour is coming 
and now is, when the dead shall hear the voice 
of the Son of God : and they that hear shall 
live. 
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There the wicked cease from troubling, and 
the weary are at rest. 

Then wMle the earth shall be cast upon the Coffln, by 
the Minister or some other person standing by, the 
Minister shall say. 

Brethren, forasmuch as it hath pleased Al- 
mighty God in His wise providence to summon 
out of this world the soul of our departed 
brother, we therefore commit his body to the 
ground, earth to earth, ashes to ashes, dust to 
dust, in the confident assurance of our meeting 
again in that land where, beyond these earthly 
partings and sorrows, we shall see the King 
in His Beauty and abide, in fullness of joy and 
peace, for evermore. Amen. 

Then shall be said or sung, 

I heard a voice from heaven saying unto me, 
Write, From henceforth, blessed are the dead 
who die in the Lord. Even so, saith the Spirit, 
for they rest from their labours. 

Minister and People. 

Our Father, Who are in Heaven, Hallowed 
be Thy Name. Thy Kingdom come. Thy will 
be done on Earth, As it is in Heaven. Give 
us this day our daily bread. And forgive us 
our trespasses, As we forgive those who tres- 
pass against us. And lead us not into tempta- 
tion ; But deliver us from evil : For Thine is 
the Kingdom, And the power, and the glory, 
for ever and ever. Amen,

FIRST SELECTION. 
Psalm 1 

1 Blessed is the man that hath not walked in 
the counsel of the ungodly, nor stood in the way 
of sinners : and hath not sat in the seat of the 
scornful. 

2 But his delight is in the law of the Lord : 
and in His law will he exercise himself day and 
night. 

3 And he shall be like a tree planted by the 
waterside : that will bring forth his fruit in 
due season. 

4 His leaf also shall not wither : and look, 
whatsoever he doeth, it shall prosper. 

5 As for the ungodly it is not so with them : 
but they are like the chaff which the wind scat- 
tereth away from the face of the earth. 

6 Therefore the ungodly shall not be able to 
stand in the judgment ; neither the sinners in 
the congregation of the righteous. 

7 But the Lord knoweth the wav^pf the 
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righteous : and the way of the ungodly shall 
perish. 

Psalm 15 

1 Lord, who shall dwell in Thy tabernacle : 
or who shall rest upon Thy holy hill? 

^ Even he that leadeth uncorrupt life : and 
doeth the thing which is right and speaketh the 
truth from his heart. 

8 He that hath used no deceit in his tongue, 
nor done evil to his neighbour : and hath not 
slandered his neighbour. 

4 He that setteth not by himself, but is lowly 
in his own eyes : and maketh much of them that 
fear the Lord. 

5 He that sweareth unto his neighbour and 
disappointeth him not : though it were to his 
own hindrance. 

6 He that hath not given his money upon 
usury : nor taken reward against the innocent. 

7 Whoso doeth these things : shall never 
fall. 

SECOND SELECTION. 
Fsalm 19 

1 The heavens declare the glory of God : 
and the firmament showeth His handiwork. 

2 One day telleth another : and one night 
certifieth another. 

3 There is neither speech nor language : but 
their voices are heard among them. 

4 Their sound is gone out into all lands : 
and their words unto the ends olbiiie>world. 
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5 In them hath He set a tabernacle for the 
sun : which cometh forth as a bridegroom out 
of his chamber, and rejoiceth as a giant to run 
His course. 

6 It goeth forth from the uttermost part of 
the heaven, and runneth about unto the end of 
it again : and there is nothing hid from the 
heat thereof. 

7 The law of the Lord is an undefiled law, 
converting the soul : the testimony of the Lord 
is sure, and giveth wisdom unto the simple. 

8 The statutes of the Lord are right and re- 
joice the heart : the commandment of the Lord 
is pure, and giveth light unto the eyes. 

9 The fear of the Lord is clean, and endureth 
for ever : the judgments of the Lord are true, 
and righteous altogether. 

10 More to be desired are they than gold, 
yea, than much fine gold : sweeter also than 
honey, and the honey-comb. 

11 Moreover, by them is thy servant 
taught : and in keeping of them there is great 
reward. 

12 Who can tell how oft he offendeth : O 
cleanse Thou me from my secret faults. 

13 Keep Thy servant also from presumptu- 
ous sins, lest they get the dominion over me : 
so shall I be undefiled and innocent from the 
great offence. 

14 Let the words of my mouth, and the medi- 
tation of my heart : be alway acceptable in 
Thy sight, . , 

15 Lord ; my strength, and my redeemer 
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THIRD SELECTION. 
Pgalm 23 

1 The Lord is my shepherd : therefore can I 
lack nothing. 

2 He shall feed me in a green pasture : and 
lead me forth beside the waters of comfort. 

3 He shall convert my soul : and bring me 
forth in the paths of righteousness for His 
Name's sake. 

4* Yea, though I walk through the valley of 
the shadow of death, I will fear no evil : for 
Thou art with me ; Thy rod and Thy staff com- 
fort me. 

5 Thou shalt prepare a table before me 
against them that trouble me : Thou hast 
anointed my head with oil, and my cup shall be 
full. 

6 But Thy loving-kindness and mercy shall 
follow me all the days of my life : and I will 
dwell in the house of the Lord for ever. 

Fsalm 24, 

1 The earth is the Lord's, and all that 
therein is : the compass of the world, and they 
that dwell therein. 

2 For He hath founded it upon the seas : 
and prepared it upon the floods. 

3 Who shall ascend unto the hill of the 
Lord : or who shall rise up in His holy place.'' 

4 Even he that hath clean hands and a pure 
' '^art : and that hath not lift^dbyUp^ his mind

unto vanity, nor sworn to deceive his neigh- 
bour. 

6 He shall receive the blessing from the 
Lord : and righteousness from the God of his 
salvation. 

6 This is the generation of them that seek 
him : even of them that seek thy face, O Jacob. 

7 Lift up your heads, O ye gates, and be ye 
lifted up, ye everlasting doors : and the King 
of glory shall come in. 

8 Who is this King of glory : It is the Lord 
strong and mighty, even the Lord mighty in 
battle. 

9 Lift up your heads, O ye gates ; and be ye 
lifted up, ye everlasting doors : and the King 
of glory shall come in. 

10 Who is this King of glory? Even the 
Lord of hosts. He is the King of glory. 

FOURTH SELECTION. 
Psalm %7 

1 The Lord is my light and my salvation; 
whom then shall I fear : the Lord is the 
strength of my life; of whom then shall I be 
afraid ? 

2 Though an host of men were laid against 
me, yet shall not my heart be afraid : and 
though there rose up war against me, yet will I 
put my trust in Him. 

3 One thing have I desired of the Lord, which 
I will require : even that I may dwell in the 
house of the Lord all the days Bf '^ life; to

behold the fair beauty of the Lord, and to visit 
His temple. 

4 For in the time of trouble He shall hide me 
in His tabernacle : yea, in the secret place of 
His dwelling shall He hide me, and set me up 
upon a rock of stone. 

5 And now shall He lift up mine head : 
above mine enemies round about me. 

6 Therefore will I offer in His dwelling an 
oblation with great gladness : I will sing and 
speak praises unto the Lord. 

7 Hearken unto my voice, O Lord, when I 
cry unto Thee : have mercy upon me and hear 

me. 

8 My heart hath talked of Thee, Seek ye 
my face : Thy face, Lord, will I seek. 

9 O hide not Thou Thy face from me : nor 
cast Thy servant away in displeasure. 

10 Thou hast been my succour : leave me 
not, neither forsake me, O God of my salva- 
tion. 

11 When my father and my mother forsake 
me : the Lord taketh me up. 

12 Teach me Thy way, O Lord : and lead 
me in the right way because of mine enemies. 

13 I should utterly have fainted : but that I 
believe verily to see the goodness of the Lord 
in the land of the living. 

14 O tarry thou the Lord's leisure.: be 
strong, and He shall comfort thine heart ; and 
put thou thy trust in the Lord, 
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FIFTH SELECTION. 
Psalm 31 

1 In Thee, O Lord, have I put my trust : 
let me never be put to confusion ; deliver me in 
Thy righteousness. 

2 Bow down Thine ear to me : make haste to 
deliver me. 

3 And be Thou my strong rock, and house of 
defence : that Thou mayest save me. 

4* For Thou art my strong rock and my cas- 
tle : be Thou also my guide, and lead me for 
Thy Name's sake. 

5 Draw me out of the net that they have 
privily laid for me: for Thou art my strength. 

6 Into Thy hands I commend my spirit : for 
Thou hast redeemed me, Lord, Thou God of 
truth. 

7 I will be glad and rejoice in Thy mercy : 
for Thou hast considered my trouble, and hast 
known my soul in adversities. 

8 Have mercy upon me, O Lord, for I am in 
trouble : and mine eye is consumed for very 
heaviness ; yea, my soul and my body. 

9 For my life is waxen old with heaviness : 
and my years with mourning. 

10 I am clean forgotten as a dead man out of 
mind : I am become like a broken vessel. 

*11 But my hope hath been in Thee, O Lord : 
I have said. Thou art my God. 

12 Show Thy servant the light of Thy coun- 
tenance : and save me for Thy mercy's sake. 
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18 O how plentiful is Thy goodness which 
Thou hast laid up for them that fear Thee : 
and that Thou has prepared for them that put 
their trust in Thee, even before the sons of men. 

14 Thou shalt hide them privily bj Thine 
own presence from the provoking of all men : 
Thou shalt keep them secretly in Thy taber- 
nacle from the strife of tongues. 

15 Thanks be to the Lord : for he hath 
showed me marvellous great kindness in a 
strong city. 

16 And when I made haste, I said : I am 
cast out of the sight of Thine eyes. 

17 Nevertheless Thou heardest the voice of 
my prayer : when I cried unto Thee. 

18 O love the Lord, all ye His saints : for 
the Lord preserveth them that are faithful, and 
plenteously rewardeth the proud doer. 

19 Be strong and He shall establish your 
heart : all ye that put your trust in the Lord. 

SIXTH SELECTION. 
Psalm 34 

1 I will alway give thanks unto the Lord : 
His praise shall ever be in my mouth. 

2 My soul shall make her boast in the Lord : 
the humble shall hear thereof and be glad. 

S O praise the Lord with me : and let 'us 
magnify His name together. 

4f I sought the Lord,*and He heard me : yea, 
He delivered me out of all my fear. 
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5 They had an eye unto Him, and were light- 
ened : and their faces were not ashamed. 

6 Lo, the poor crieth, and the Lord heareth 
him : yea, and saveth him out of all^his trou- 
bles. 

7 The angel of the Lord tarrieth round 
about them that fear him : and delivereth them. 

8 O taste, and see how gracious the Lord is : 
blessed is the man that trusteth in Him. 

9 O fear the Lord, ye that are His saints : 
for they that fear Him lack nothing. 

10 The lions do lack, and suffer hunger : but 
they who seek the Lord shall want no manner 
of thing that is good. 

11 Come, ye children, and hearken unto me : 
I will teach you the fear of the Lord. 

12 What man is he that desireth to live : 
and would fain see good days.^^ 

13 Keep thy tongue from evil : and thy lips 
that they speak no guile. 

14» Eschew evil and do good : seek peace and 
ensue it. 

15 The eyes of the Lord are over the right- 
eous : and His ears are open unto their 
prayers. 

16 The countenance of the Lord is against 
them that do evil : to root out the remembrance 
of them from the earth. 

17 The righteous cry and the Lord heareth 
them : and delivereth them out of all their trou- 
bles. 

18 The Lord is nigh unto them that are of a 
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contrite heart : and will save such as be of an 
humble spirit. 

19 Great are the troubles of the righteous : 
but the Lord delivereth him out of all. 

20 The Lord delivereth the souls of His 
servants : and all they that put their trust in 
Him shall not be destitute. 

SEVENTH SELECTION. 
Psalm 37 

1 Fret not thyself because of the ungodly : 
neither be thou envious against the evil doers. 

2 Put thou thy trust in the Lord and be 
doing good : dwell in the land, and verily thou 
shalt be fed. 

3 Delight thou in the Lord : and He shall 
give thee thy heart's desire. 

4 Commit thy way unto the Lord and put 
thy trust in Him : and He shall bring it to 



5 He shall make thy righteousness as clear 
as the light : and thy just dealing as the noon- 
day. 

6 Hold thee still in the Lord, and abide pa- 
tiently upon Him : but grieve not thyself at 
him whose way doth prosper, against the man 
that doeth after evil counsels. 

7 Leave off from wrath, and let go displeas- 
ure : fret not thyself, else shalt thou be moved 
to do evil. 

8 Yet a little while, and the ungodly shall 
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be clean gone : thou shalt look after his place, 
and he shall be away. 

9 But the meek spirited shall possess the 
earth : and shall be refreshed in the multitude 
of peace. 

10 A small thing that the righteous hath : is 
better than great riches of the ungodly. 

11 The Lord ordereth a good man's going : 
and maketh his way acceptable to Himself. 

12 Though he fall he shall not be cast away : 
for the Lord upholdeth him with His hand. 

13 I have been young, and now am old : and 
yet saw I never the righteous forsaken, nor his 
seed begging their bread. 

14 The righteous is ever merciful and lend- 
eth : and his seed is blessed. 

15 Flee from evil and do the thing that, is 
good : and dwell for evermore. 

16 For the Lord loveth the thing that is 
right : He forsaketh not His that be godly, 
but they are preserved for ever. 

17 The law of his God is in his heart : and 
his goings shall not slide. 

18 Hope thou in the Lord, and keep His 
way, and He shall promote thee, that thou shalt 
possess the land : when the ungodly shall per- 
ish, thou shalt see it. 

19 I myself have seen the ungodly in great 
power : and flourishing like a green bay-tree. 

20 I went by, and lo, he was gone : I sought 
him, but his place could nowhere be found. 

21 Keep innocency, and take heed unto the 
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thing that is right : for that shall bring a man 
peace at the last. 

EIGHTH SELECTION. 
Psalms Jfe-4^ 

1 Like as the hart desireth the water- 
brooks : so longeth my soul after thee, O 
God. 

2 My soul is athirst for God, yea, even for 
the living Grod : when shall I come to appear 
before the presence of God? 

3 My tears have been my meat day and 
night : while they daily say unto me. Where is 
now thy God? 

4 Now when I think thereupon, I pour out 
my heart by myself : for I went with the multi- 
tude, and brought them forth into the house of 
God; 

5 In the voice of praise and thanksgiving : 
among such as keep holy-day. 

6 Why art thou so full of heaviness, O my 
soul : and why art thou so disquieted within 
me? 

7 Put thy trust in God : for I will yet give 
Him thanks for the help of His countenance. 

8 My God, my soul is vexed within me : 
therefore will I remember Thee, concerning the 
land of Jordan and the little hill of Hermon. 

9 One deep calleth another, because of the 
noise of Thy water-pipes : all Thy waves and 
storms are gone over me. 

JO The Lord hath granted His loving- 
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kindness in the day time : and in the night sea- 
son did I sing of Him, and made my prayer unto 
the God of my life. 

11 I will say unto the God of my strength, 
Why hast Thou forgotten me : why go I thus 
heavily while the enemy oppresseth me? 

12 Namely, while they say daily unto me : 
Where is now thy God? 

13 Why art thou so vexed, O my soul : and 
why art thou so disquieted within me? 

14 O put thy trust in God : for I will yet 
thank Him which is the help of my countenance 
and my God. 

15 O send out Thy light and Thy truth, 
that they may lead me : and bring me unto 
Thy holy hill and to Thy dwelling; 

16 And that I may go unto the altar of 
God, even unto the God of my joy and glad- 
ness : and upon the harp will I give thanks 
unto Thee, O God, my God. 

NINTH SELECTION. 
Psalm 46 

1 God is our hope and strength : a very 
present help in trouble. 

2 Therefore will we not fear, though the 
earth be moved : and though the hills be car- 
ried into the midst of the sea. 

3 Though the waters thereof rage and 
swell : and though the mountains shake at the 
tempest of the same. 

4 The rivers of the flood thereof shall makp 
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glad the city of God : the holy place of the 
tabernacle of the Most Highest, 

6 God is in the midst of her, therefore shall 
she not be removed : God shall help her, and 
that right early. 

6 The heathen make much ado, and the king- 
doms are moved : but God hath showed His 
voice, and the earth shall melt away. 

7 The Lord of hosts is with us : the God of 
Jacob is our refuge. 

8 O come hither, and behold the works of the 
Lord : what destruction He hath brought upon 
the earth. 

9 He maketh wars to cease in all the world : 
He breaketh the bow, and knappeth the spear 
in sunder, and burneth the chariots in the fire. 

10 Be still then, and know that I am God : 
I will be exalted among the heathen, and I will 
be exalted in the earth. 

11 The Lord of hosts is with us : the God 
of Jacob is our refuge. 

Psalm 4,7 

1 O clap your hands together, all ye people : 
O sing unto God with the voice of melody. 

2 For the Lord is high, and to be feared ; 
He is the great King upon all the earth. 

3 He shall choose out our heritage for us : 
even the worship of Jacob whom He loved. 

4 God is gone up with a merry noise : and 
the Lord with the sound of the trumpet. 

6 O sing praises, sing praises unto our God : 
sing praises, sing praises untd' dto^ King. 
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6 For God is the King of all the earth : sing 
ye praises with understanding. 

7 God reigneth over the heathen : God sit- 
teth upon His holy seat. 

8 The princes of the people are joined unto 
the people of the God of Abraham : for God, 
which is very high exalted, doth defend the 
earth, as it were with a shield. 

TENTH SELECTION. 
Psalm 51 

1 Have mercy upon me, O God, after Thy 
great goodness : according to the multitude of 
Thy mercies do away mine offences. 

% Wash me thoroughly from my wickedness : 
and cleanse me from my sin. 

3 For I acknowledge my faults : and my sin 
is ever before me. 

4 But lo. Thou requirest truth in the inward 
parts : and shalt make me to understand wis- 
dom secretly. 

5 Thou shalt purify me with hyssop, and I 
shall be clean : Thou shalt wash me, and I 
shall be whiter than snow. 

6 Turn Thy face from my sins : and put out 
all my misdeeds. 

7 Make me a clean heart, O God : and renew 
a right spirit within me. 

8 Cast me not away from Thy presence : 
and take not Thy Holy Spirit from me, 

9 O give me the comfort of Thy help again : 
and establish me with Thy free spirit. 
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10 Thou shalt open my lips, O Lord : and 
my mouth shall show Thy praise. 

11 For thou desirest no sacrifice, else would 
I give it thee : but Thou delightest not in burnt 
offerings. 

12 The sacrifice of God is a troubled spirit : 
a broken and contrite heart, O God, shalt Thou 
not despise. 

ELEVENTH SELECTION. 
Psalm 65 

1 Thou, O God, art praised in Sion : and 
unto Thee shall the vow be performed in Jeru- 
salem. 

2 Thou that hearest the prayer : unto Thee 
shall all flesh come. 

3 My misdeeds prevail against me : O be 
Thou merciful unto our sins. 

4 Blessed is the man whom Thou choosest, 
and receivest unto Thee : he shall dwell in Thy 
court, and shall be satisfied with the pleasures 
of Thy house, even of Thy holy temple. 

5" Thou shalt show us wonderful things in 
Thy righteousness, O God of our salvation : 
Thou that art the hope of all the ends of the 
earth, and of them that remain in the broad 
sea; 

6 Who in His strength setteth fast the 
mountains : and is girded about with .power. 

7 Who stilleth the raging of the sea : and 
the noise of its waves, and the madness of the 
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. 8 They also that dwell in the uttermost part 
of the earth shall be afraid at Thy tokens : 
Thou that makest the outgoings of the morn- 
ing and evening to praise Thee. 

9 Thou visitest the earth and blessest it : 
Thou makest it very plenteous. 

10 The river of God is full of water : Thou 
preparest their corn, for so Thou providest for 
the earth. 

11 Thou waterest her furrows ; Thou sendest 
rain into the little valleys thereof : Thou mak- 
est it soft with the drops of rain, and blessest 
the increase of it. 

12 Thou crownest the year with Thy good- 
ness : and Thy clouds drop fatness. 

13 They shall drop upon the dwellings of the 
wilderness : and the little hills shall rejoice on 
every side. 

14 The folds shall be full of sheep : the val- 
leys also shall stand so thick with com, that 
they shall laugh and sing. 

TWELFTH SELECTION. 
Psalm 68 

1 O God, when Thou wentest forth before 
the people : when .Thou wentest through the 
wilderness, . 

2 The earth shook, and the heavens dropped 
at the presence of God : even as Sinai also was 
moved at the presence of God, Who is the God 
of Israel. 

3 Thou, O God, sentest a gracious rain upon 
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Thine inheritance : and refreshedst it when it 
was weary. 

4j The Lord gave the word : great was the 
company of the preachers. 

6 Kings with their armies did flee, and were 
discomfited : and they of the household divided 
the spoil. 

6 The chariots of God are twenty thousand, 
even thousands of angels : and the Lord is 
among them, as in the holy place of Sinai. 

7 Praised be the Lord daily : even the God 
Who helpeth us, and poureth His benefits upon 
us. 

8 It is well seen, O God, how Thou goest : 
how Thou, my God and King, goest in the sanc- 
tuary. 

9 The singers go before, the minstrels follow 
after : in the midst are the damsels playing 
with the timbrels. 

10 Give thanks, O Israel, unto God the Lord, 
in the congregations : from the ground of the 
heart. 

11 Thy God hath sent forth strength for 
thee : establish the thing, O God, that Thou 
hast wrought in us. 

12 For Thy temple's sake at Jerusalem : so 
shall Kings bring presents unto Thee. 

13 Sing unto God, O ye kingdoms of the 
earth : O sing praises unto the Lord ; 

14 Who sitteth in the heavens over all, from 
the beginning : lo, He doth send out His voice ; 
yea, and that a mighty voice. 
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15 Ascribe ye the power to God over Israel : 
His worship and strength is in the clouds. 

16 O God, wonderful art Thou in Thy holy 
places : even the God of Israel, He will give 
strength and power unto His people. Blessed 
be God. 

THIRTEENTH SELECTION. 

Psalm 72 

1 Give the King Thy judgments, O God : 
and Thy righteousness unto the King's Son. 

2 Then shall He judge the people according 
unto right : and defend the poor. 

3 The mountains also shall bring peace : 
and the little hills righteousness unto the peo- 
ple. 

4? He shall keep the simple folk by their 
right : defend the children of the poor, and 
punish the wrong doer. 

5 They shall fear Thee as long as the sun 
and moon endureth : from one generation to 
another. 

6 He shall come down like rain into a fleece 
of wool : even as the drops that water the 
earth. 

7 In His time shall the righteous flourish : 
yea, and abundance of peace, as long as the 
moon endureth. 

8 His dominion shall be also from the one 
sea to the other : and from the flood untq the 
world's end, 
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9 They that dwell in the wilderness shall 
kneel before Him : His enemies shall lick the 
dust. 

10 The kings of Tharsis and of the isles 
shall give presents : the kings of Arabia and 
Saba shall bring gifts. 

11 All kings shall fall down before Him : all 
nations shall do Him service. 

12 For He shall deliver the poor when he 
crieth : the needy also and him that hath no 
helper. 

13 He shall be favourable to the simple and 
needy : and shall preserve the souls of the 
poor. 

14 He shall deliver their souls from false- 
hood and wrong : and dear shall their blood be 
in His sight. 

15 He shall live, and unto Him shall be given 
of the gold of Arabia : prayer shall be made 
ever unto Him, and daily shall He be praised. 

16 There shall be an heap of com in the 
earth, high upon the hills : His fruit shall 
shake like Libanus, and shall be green in the 
city like grass upon the earth. 

17 His Name shall endure for ever; His 
Name shall remain under the sun among the 
posterities : which shall be blessed through 
Him ; and all the heathen shall praise Him. 

18 Blessed be the Lord God, even the God of 
Israel : Which only doeth wondrous things. 

19 And blessed be the Name of His majesty 
for ever : and all the earth shall be filled with 
His majesty. Amen. Amen. 
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FOURTEENTH SELECTION. 
Psalm 8Jf, 

I O how amiable are Thy dwellings : Thou 
Lord of hosts ! 

9, My soul hath a desire and longing to enter 
into the courts of the Lord : my heart and my 
flesh rejoice in the living God. 

3 Yea, the sparrow hath found her an house, 
and the swallow a nest, where she may lay her 
young : even Thy altars, O Lord of hosts, my 
King and my God. 

4 Blessed are they that dwell in Thy house : 
they will be alway praising Thee. 

5 Blessed is the man whose strength is in 
Thee ; in whose heart are Thy ways. 

6 Who going through the vale of misery use 
it for a well : and the pools are filled with 
water, 

7 They will go from strength to strength :

8 O Lord God of hosts, hear my prayer : 
hearken, O God of Jacob. 

9 Behold, O God our defender : and look 
upon the face of Thine anointed. 

10 For one day in Thy courts : is better 
than a thousand. 

II I had rather be a door-keeper in the 
house of my God : than to dwell in the tents of 
ungodliness. 

12 For the Lord God is a light and defence : 
the Lord will give grace and worship, and no 
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good thing shall He withhold from them that 
live a godly life. 

18 O Lord God of hosts : blessed is the man 
that putteth his trust in Thee. 

FIFTEENTH SELECTION. 

Psalm 85 

1 Lord, thou art become gracious unto Thy 
land : Thou hast turned away the captivity of 
Jacob. 

2 Thou hast forgiven the offence of Thy 
people : and covered all their sins. 

3 Wilt Thou not turn again and quicken us : 
that Thy people may rejoice in Thee.f^ 

4 Show us Thy mercy, O Lord : and grant 
us Thy salvation. 

5 I will hearken what the Lord God will say 
concerning me : for He shall speak peace unto 
His people, and to His saints that they turn 
not again. 

6 For His salvation is nigh them that fear

10 Righteousness shall go before Him : and 
He shall direct His going in the way.

Psalm 91
